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The past few months have been important ones 
for KRAB, The activities of this Spring will 
have a lasting effect on the station, 

In March, we received word that the Corpor- 
ation for Public Broadcasting removed KRAB's 
qualification for support as a "full service 
public radio station", This means that we will 
receive no further money from CPB until 1979, 
In addition, the removal of our qualification 
forced National Public Radio to terminate our 
membership, 

Under the current CPB guidelines, KRAB's 
disqualification was the result of our in- 
ability to raise sufficient local funds, and 
the irregular pattern of staff salary payments 
over the past few years, 

Of more than two hundred public radio stations 
in the United States, fewer than ten do not de- 
pend upon educational institutions, government 
agencies, or co-owned television stations for 
support, KRAB is one.of that small minority, 

We believe the standards for CPB support for 
public radio, which discriminate against a sta- 
tion like KRAB on the grounds unrelated to its 
ability to serve a community, is not consistent 
with the mandate of an agency which is, after all, 
in the business of distributing public funds. 

On Wednesday, July 13, the Board of Directors 
of the Corporation for Public Broadcasting will 
meet in Seattle, in the studios of KCTS-TV. The 
meeting will be broadcast live on Channel 9 be- 
ginning at 3:00pm, and northwest residents will 
be encouraged to make their opinions about public 
broadcasting known through a telephone call-in 
format, or in-person in the studio, 


As a result of the move KRAB is going to have a 
moving party, The party will be on the air and 
live from the station, The dates are July 8th-llth. 
During this weekend KRAB will have it®s rummage 
sale and a Latin Jazz Festival. The rummage sale 
is the 9th and 10th during the day and the Latin 
Jazz Festival. is the night of the llth. Listen 
for more details, Also,during this weekend, KRAB 
will try to raise the necessary funds for moving. 
You can participate by giving us a call that 
weekend or by coming down to the station and 
joining in on the fun.

NEWSnews 


The built in bias of news reporting--the 
notion that reporters can never be truly ob- 
jective in covering a story--has been subject 
to considerable debate lately, (me aspect of 
the debate concerns the international press, 
and is currently manifest in President Carter's 
human rights campaign against the Communist 
countries. Eastern.and Western countries have 
been expelling and pressuring foreign cor- 
respondents all year long, and this situation 
impacts heavily on KRAB's International News. 

As with most East-West issues, the issue of 
press freedom has an important third world 
component, which is especially important to 
us since KRAB is trying to present more de- 
tailed and extensive coverage of the Third 
World than is available elsewhere in the Puget 
Sound Area, 

The Washington Post stated the issue this 
way in a September 30, 1976 editorial: "The 
Russians -and the other Communist states, of 
course, have long treated news as a state 
commodity--that is, propaganda, What is un- 
fortunate is the degree to which large parts 
of the Third World are moving toward the 
Russian position," 

This editorial followed a Soviet proposal 
that the United Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO) adopt this 
clause in its 1976 declaration: "States are 
responsible for the activities in the inter- 
national sphere of all mass media under their 
jurisdiction." 

The attraction of the Third World to what 
the Post calls "the Russian position" is not 
simply the perceived proclivity of national 
leaders towards totalitarianism. German 
Carnero Roque, a Peruvian journalist, in 
the August 1976 Le Monde Diplomatique adds 
the important additional factor: 

"The Third World suffers, in the specific 
domain of information, and more generally in 
the whole structure of communications, from 
an acute dependence, the same kind of depen- 
dence to which it submits in all its political 
and economic plans. 

"This dependence can be seen especially in 
the control exercised by the huge transnational 
press agencies in the circulation of informa- 
tion. These agencies--primarily the U.S. 
agencies U.P.I and A,P., and to a lesser ex- 
tent, the British Reuter agency and the 
Agence France-Presse--operate unfettered in 
most of the developing countries, and impose 
on them a particular interpretation of reality 
conforming to the interests of imperialism." 

Carnero supports the creation of a press 
agency pool for non-aligned nations, an idea 
originally conceived of at the non-aligned 
countries' conference in Sri Lanka in 1975, 

He writes: "This pool can provide a 
valuable infomation exchange for the peoples 
of the Third World." 

Such a notion has enormous pitfalls, though, 
and on this point Carnero approaches the posi- 
tion taken by the Washington Post. He writes: 
“If the common press pool furnishes only of- 
ficial, bureaucratic information, if it does 
not provide another dimension to counterbal- 
ance the traditional vision transmitted by 
the transnational Western agencies, we will 
have progressed very little, or not at all.” 

Whether or not the Third World will ever be 
able to unite around a common press policy, of 
course, is a distinct issue, and one which 
will in the long run both reflect and help 
evaluate progress on the broader issue of 
Third World political unity. 

As Enayetullah Khan, editor of the Bangla- 
desh Times, put it in a letter to the editor 
of the Christian Science Monitor, printed 
June 16, 1977: "News-gathering in the Third 
World does not produce surplus value as in 
the case of a commodity in the industrialized 
world, The Third World media are principally 
a political institution where the return on 
politics is more important than the return 
on capital investment,"
